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FARM DEBT REVIEW BOARDS 


Fourth Annual Report - January 1, 1989, to December 31, 1989 


BACKGROUND 


The federal budget of February 26, 1986, announced that 
legislation would be introduced to establish a farm debt review 
board system. The Farm Debt Review Act was proclaimed law on 
August 5, 1986. 


A Farm Debt Review Board was established for each province of 


Canada, and chairpersons and members were appointed. Since 
then, second boards have been established in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Ontario, and Manitoba and additional board 
members have been appointed. Each board may include up to 


eleven members; the majority of current members are active or 
retired farmers. 


The legislation ensures that farm operations in financial 
aifficulty, or actually facing a farm foreclosure, have access 
to an impartial third-party review of individual farm 
circumstances and possible financing/refinancing options. A 
voluntary agreement between a farmer and his or her creditor(s) 
for a mutually satisfactory arrangement is sought. 


STRUCTURE AND GUIDELINES 


Overall responsibility for the operation of the Farm Debt 
Review Boards across Canada rests with the Assistant Deputy 
Minister, Agriculture Development Branch, Agriculture Canada. 
Operational development and ongoing management (planning, 
control, coordination and evaluation) of the farm debt review 
process has been assigned to the Departmental Coordinator 
(Special Program Development and Coordination Unit). 


In addition, various advisory services are available to boards 
from departmental regional offices (i.e., communications, 
financial, personnel and administration). 


Each board chairperson is designated as the chief executive 
officer within his or her area of jurisdiction for all matters 
relating to farm debt review under the Act. The chairperson 
has supervision and direction over the work and staff of the 
board. While operationally responsible to the Agriculture 
Development Branch, the chairperson reports to the Minister of 
Agriculture. 


The board member assists the chairperson in the overall 
operation of the farm debt review process. While activities 
will vary, each board member is required to act as the 
chairperson of review panels that are established to mediate 
each case. 


Every review panel includes two other members assigned by the 
board, and these members are active or retired farmers or farm 
management experts. The work of every review panel is 
supported by field staff/experts, who are also assigned to each 
case by the board. Their role is to complete detailed field 
reports and a financial assessment on each applicant. 


Farm Debt Review Board office staff duties are assigned by the 
board, but generally relate to providing necessary operational 
and administrative support to the work of the board and to 
counselling potential applicants and other affected parties. 
Board offices range in size from one to six persons, headed by 
a general manager. All contract and position descriptions are 
established pursuant to Treasury Board guidelines and the 
Public Service Employment Act, respectively. 


In addition to the Farm Debt Review Act itself, detailed 
implementation guidelines are established for all boards. 
These guidelines help ensure that the activities of the boards 
are well coordinated and are consistent across all provinces. 


Financial policies are established in accordance with Treasury 
Board guidelines. Actual FDRB expenditures totaled $4.1 
million for fiscal”“year-1986—=87 $11.2 mit tiron for’ 1987-ser and 
$10.1 million for 1988-89. Estimated expenditures for 1989-90 
are $9.5 million, as outlined in Appendix A. Actual 
expenditures for the period of April 1, 1989 to December 31, 
1989 “are 55.6 million. 


REVIEW OF OPERATIONS 


August 5, 1986 to December 31, 1989 


There were 2905 applications received during 1989, bringing the 
total received from the start of the program to 10981. Total 
arrangements signed represent 55% of applications processed.

Of the applications completed since the beginning of the 
program, arrangements have been identified in 77% of the cases 
and no arrangement was possible in 23% of the cases. Of the 
over 6356 identified arrangements, approximately 33% involve 
debt restructuring/rescheduling, 29% represent a quit claim and 
lease- back agreement (often with an option to purchase), and 
12% involve satisfactory exit packages. Other adjustments 
include such actions as disposal of some assets or obtaining 
supplementary off-farm employment. 


Signed arrangements since the beginning of the program as a 
percentage of completed cases and as a percentage of identified 
arrangements represent 66% and 86%, respectively. 5g eg oe 
important to realize that there is often considerable follow- 
up work that must take place following a panel review, before 
and subsequent to an arrangement being identified, leading to 
the signing of an arrangement. 


The following facts are of note: 


1) During 1989, 10432 Notices of Intent to Realize on 
Security were received, bringing the total notices 
received since the start of the program to 29798 (Schedule 
1); 


ii) These notices originated in roughly equal proportions from 
"major lenders" (banks, credit unions, etc.) and from 
"other lenders" (machinery dealers, etc.). Approximately 
5233 notices have been received from the Farm Credit 
Corporation (Schedule 3); 


iii) During 1989, applications were received at an average 
monthly rate of 242 as compared to 258 per month in 1988; 


iv) The majority of applications being received (63%) are 
under Section 16 of the Act (farmers in financial 
difficulty) rather than under Section 20 of the Act 
(insolvent farmers) (Schedule 1). 


v) The majority of applications are from grain farmers in the 
Prairie Provinces and Ontario; significant numbers of 
applications have been received from special crop 
(tobacco) farmers in Ontario, potato and dairy farmers in 
the Atlantic Provinces, beef farmers in Western Canada and 
Swine farmers in Central Canada (Schedule 4). 


vi) Approximately 17% of applicants have a negative net worth 
of greater than $100 000 and a further 25% of applicants 
have a negative net worth of between zero and $100 OOO. 
Approximately 34% of applicants have from zero to $100 000 
equity, and 24% have equity in excess of $100 000 
(Schedule 5). 


CONCLUSION 


The legislative authority for funding for the Farm Debt Review 
Boards expires on March 31, 1991. Agriculture Canada has 
therefore initiated a review of the program to examine the 
degree to which the boards' objectives have been achieved and 
to determine whether the FDRB process should be continued, 
ended or modified after 1991. The results of this review will 
be available in 1990. 


Treasury Board approval would then be required for any 
extension of the legislative authority for the program. 


DEFINITION OF COLUMN HEADINGS IN SCHEDULES 


Notice of Intent Received: A Notice of Intent to Realize on 
Security must be completed by any secured creditor intending 
to take action to realize on security. It must be provided to 
the farmer (with a copy to the board) at least 15 business days 
before initiating such action. The notice also advises of the 
farmer's rights under the Farm Debt Review Act. 


Applications Received: Applications under the Farm Debt Review 
Act (FDRA) are received from Insolvent Farmers (under Section 


20 of the FDRA) or from Farmers in Financial Difficulty (under 
Section 16 of the FDRA). 


Applications Processed: This refers to the number of 
applications which were handled by the FDRB in a given period. 
This will not necessarily equal the number of applications 
received. In any given period (month or year), the FDRB may 
handle applications received in previous months or previous 
years as well as those received during the current period. 
Alternatively, they may be unable to handle all the 
applications received in a given period. 


Withdrawn: These include applications that have _ been 
voluntarily withdrawn by the applicants prior to a panel review 
meeting being held (sometimes because an arrangement has 
already been reached by the parties involved, or for various 
other reasons). 


Rejected: These include applications rejected by the board, 
sometimes because the applicant was not a farmer, or for 
various other reasons. 


Completed: Completed applications include those for which an 
arrangement has been identified (and may or may not have been 
Signed yet) and those for which an arrangement between the 
farmer and his or her creditor(s) was not identified or was not 


possible (no arrangement possible). 


Arrangements Signed: Arrangements identified at panel review 
hearings must be transferred into the form of an acceptable 
legal arrangement. Considerable post-panel follow-up, 
particularly in terms of time, is often required to enable such 
arrangements to be signed by all parties. 


Other (in Schedule 3): The large number of notices originating 
from 'other' sources mainly resulted from municipalities that 
chose to serve the notice on all delinquent taxpayers. Few of 
these notices result in applications.
